Cutting Timber. 


Many people in Nevada have 
for years been in the habit of 
going to the. mountaius for the 
purpose of cutting timber for their 
firewood and oiler purposes. It 
would be wel) for such as continue 
to do so to comply with the law iu 
sush cases, for there is a great 
awakening of interest inthe mat- 
ter of preserving forests and both 
the government and phiianthropic 
associations are taking the matter 
up. Any person could be made a 
great deai of t-ouble and expense 


by a mischief maker notifying the 


Land Office of cutting. Commis- 
sioner Carter, of the General Land 
Office, has issued a form of writ to 
be granted persons applying to cut 
timber from publiclands. Among 
the stipulations is one forbidding 
the cutting of more than 50 per 
cent of timber of that class grow- 
“ing on anacre. A monthly state- 
ment under oath is required, giv- 
ing descriptions of the tracts from 
which the timber is taken. No 
trees shall be cut or removed of 
less than a specified number of 
inched in diameter, except for a 
needed roadway through the tim- 
ber. The person cutting the tim- 
ber is required to cut, remove 
burn, or otherwise dispose of the 
tops and brush of the trees, etc., 
to prevent forest fires, and will be 
beld liable in damages for the 
spread of fires attributable to his 
neglect.

BLINDNESS IN HORSES. 


Entertaining Facts and Theortes Aboat 
Their Singutar Peiceptive Powers. 

The way in which blind horses go 
about without getting into more diffi- 

ities than they ordinarily do is very 
remarkable. They rarely if ever hit 
their heads against a fence or stone 
wall. They will sidle off when they 
come near one. A writer in a London 
journal says: 

“It appears from careful observation 
I have made that it is neither shade nor 
shelter that warns them of the danger. 
On an absolutely sunless and windless 
day their behavior isthe same. Their 
olfactory nerves doubtless become very 
sensitive, for when driving them they 
will poke their heads downward in 
search of water fifty yards before they 


come to a stream crossing the roadway. | 


It cannot be an abnormally developed 
sense of hearing which leads them to 
do this, for they will act alike though 
the water be a stagnant pool. 

Men who have been blind for any 
great length of time develop somewhat 
similar instincts to blind norses. Some 
one says that none of the five senses 
has anything to do with this singular 
perceptive power, but that the impres- 
sions are made on the skin of the face 
and by it transmitted to the brain, and 
this ‘unrecognized sense’ he calls ‘facial 
perception.’ But possibly this percep- 
tive power may have its origin in such 
conditions as prevail in somnambulism 
or in the hypnotic state. Are all such 
phenomena in man and horse as I have 
mentioned to be accounted for by the 
words ‘facial perception,’ if they méan 
anything? However, speaking of blind 
horses, why should they cast their coats 
as winter comes un and grow long coats 
at the advent of summer and so reverse 
the order which is the invariable rule 
in the case of horses possessed of per- 
fect vision?” 


BOGUS SUICIDES. 


Harmless Decoctions Soid by Drug Clerks 
for Poisons. 

A physician at the city hospital, talk- 
ing about suicides and, attempted sui- 
cides the @ther evening, fo a Cincinnati 
Enquirer man, said: When a patient 
is brought into the hospital having pre- 
sumably taken poison itis an absolute 
impossibility to know whether or not 
such is really the case. There are sever- 
al reasons. Drug clerks are pretty wise 
nowadays, and one of their frequently 
practiced schemes is to give a harmless 
decoction instead of poison to persons 
who act as though they might intend 
suicide. The results in such cases are 
sometimes surprising. The person who 
takes the alleged poison may be worbhed 


up to such a pitch of pervous excite-- 


ment that all the outward symptoms of 
poisoning may be exhibited. That was 
the state of the woman who fell un- 
conscious in front of the Dennison 
house the other night. She had not 
taken a drop of any kind of poison. 
Then, very often, people are brought in 
who are merely shamming. The most 
remarkable case of this kind I ever 
heard of was that of a young woman 
who took a ‘fake’ poison r very 
sensational circumstances at the Grand 
Central depot. She appeared to be 
profoundly unconscious when received 
here. She remained so while the 
stomach pump was being and 
that required little less than Spartan 
nerve.

SMALL-POX. 


The City of Pekin Arrives in Port 
Fiyieg a Yellew Fiaxg. 

San Francisco’s quarantine officer, 
Dr. Lawler, reported to the San Fran- 
cisco Board of Health yesterday that 
the City of Pekin had arrived in port 
from Hongkong, via Yokohama, hav- 
ing left the former place Novem- 
ber 25th and the latter December 5th, 
with small-pox aboard, The vessel 
had a clean bill of health from Hong- 
kong, which was vised at Yokohama. 
He was informed that on December 
14th one of the steerage passengers 
was taken down with small-pox, and 
on the 19th ano-her steerage pascven- 
er was striken with the same discase. 

he two patients were at once thor- 
oughly isolat d from the otber pas- 
sengers, officers and crew and so quiet 
was the matter kept that the seven- 
teen cabin passengers were not aware 
that case of smali-pox were on board 
until the yellow flag was raised as the 
veosel entered the harbor. He ordered 
the vessel into quarantine at the 
United States station, and the patients 
sent to the Small-pox Hospital, sub- 
ject to the action of the Board of 
Health. Asin similar cases on the 
steamships Oceanic, China, and Bel- 
gie, the baggage of the cabin passen- 
gers was thoroughly fumigated and 
they were allowed to come ashore. 

vessels were also allowed to dock 
after being thoroughly fumigated. The 

age of the cabin passengers was 
fumigated on board by hot air from 
the large boilers.

| The Clumsy Footwear of Oriental 


Countries. 


Slow Evolution of Our Modern and Hand- 
nome Creatio.s trom the Primitive 
Forms of the Ancients dals of 
the Greeks and Romans.

The oldest form of the shoe is the 
sandal, which is nothing but a sole. 
The Egyptian priests wore sandals of 
palm leaves and papyrus, while those 
of the common people were made of 
leather. The papyrus shoe was inter- 
woven like a mat. Homer generally 
speaks of his heroes as barefooted, but 
the use of the sahdal was general 
among the ancient Greek and Roman 
women, and gradually became fashion- 
able for the men also, 

The Greek crepida consisted of a 
thick sole, welted on to a piece of 
leather, which had in it a number of 
eyes, through which a throng passed to 
bind it to the foot, or sometimes 
loops merely were welted on to the 
sole and passed over the foot. 

The Romans had shoes of various 
kinds, says the Waverly Magazine. The 
calceus covered the whole foot, and was 
made ona last. Senators wore a cal- 
ceus different from that of other citi- 
zens, with straps wrapped around the 
ankle. The calceus repandus was a 
very old style, being found on Egyptian 
and Etruscan monuments, and is the 
origin of the long medieval shoe, to be 
mentioned hereafter. The soldier’s shoe 
was very strong, and its sole was 
studded with nails. The Roman patr?- 
cians wore an ivory crescent on their 
shoes. 

Heliogabalus had his shoes covered 
with white linen, and Caligula orna- 
mented his with precious stones. The 
simple sandal was worn by both sexes 
among the Romans, but usually in the 
house only, it being considered an affec- 
tation going on the street with them. 
They thus correspond somewhat to our 
slippers. They had also a slipper with- 
out any tie, which completely covered 
the foot and was worn only by females 
and performers of comedy, and many 
other styles of footgear. Some of the 
Greek and Roman shoes had soles four 
inches thick; such were worn by short 
females in order to appear taller. The 
streets of Rome, in the reign of Domi- 
tan, were at one time so filled with cob- 
blers’ stalls that the emperor issued an 
order for their removal. 

The early Saxon shoes were shaped 
on the Roman model; indeed, the only 
ditference between the ancient and mod- 
ern laced shoe seems to be that the for- 
mer was laced to the toe, the latter to 
the instep only. 

In the middle ages shoes of an ex- 
travagant length became popular. In 
the reign of Richard II. the tips of some 
reached to the knee, to which they were 
secured by gold and silver chains The 
upper parts were frequently cut to imi- 
tate church windows. Such shoes were 
called ‘‘Crackows,” after the city of 
Crackow. They were introduced into 
England during the reign of Richard 
II. by John, the grandfather of his 
queen. Several bills were issued 
aruinst these extravagances, but long- 

| shoes heid their sway for nearly 
three hundred years. 

The English parliament at one time 
regulated by act not only the quality of 
the leather, but the number of stitechcs 
to be taken in every shoe. In 1462 
parliament prohibited the making of 
any shoes for the unprivileged classes” 
with points more than two inches long. 
The top boots, so familiar to us in the 
victures of the early Puritans, were in- 
\roduced some time during the sixteenth 
century. 

Shoe-making, shoe-mending and shoe- 
selling are distinct branches of indus- 
try in China. Chinese shoes exhibit 
great variety of shape. Except in the 
hob-nailed shoe, for wet weather, there 
is little leather used, the materials be- 
ing principally calico, silk, satin, vel- 
vet and felt. | 

Children’s summer shoes are made of 
fine open rushwork, with bright lining. 
Ladies’ shoes are made and mended by 
their wearers. From their childhood 
zirls of the upper classes have their feet 
tightly bound, and they are thus, at the 
cost of years of suffering, enabled to 
wear shoes about three inches long. 
The Chinese cobbler goes from house to 
use, and announces his presence with 
a peculiar rattle. 

In European countries wooden shoes 
are in general use among the peasantry. 
They are clumsy, but comfortable and 
cheap. The Malay women generally 
go barefooted, but they are very skillful 
n embroidering slippers in gold tinsel, 
which, like those of the Turks, are 
worn just over the toes by ladies of the 
higher class. 

The inhabitants of northern climates 
travel rapidly on the broad surfaces of 
powshoes. Both men and women wear 
them, and the stories of the number of 
niles sometimes got over by able-bod- 
wd skaters of either sex in a day 
umd extravagant to one not aware o. 
the facility with which they can be 
managed by an expert. 

The snowshoe consists of a flat 
frame from eight to fourteen inches 
in breadth at its widest part, and 
sometimes as much as seven feet 
long, though generally four feet. It is 
either made wholly of wood or is a 
wooden frame filled in with wicker- 
work. and has cross straps to fasten it 
on the feet. 

The present form of shoe was adopted 
early in the seventeenth century, and the 
buckle was added about sixty years 
Inter. The style of shoe has not varicd
